Thomas came from Rockbridge County VA to Greenbrier County in his 
youth. The family bought 200 acres of land on the South side of Gauley 
River in Greenbrier County. He was a member of the court that was 
sworn to establish Nicholas county VA in 1818. When Fayette county VA 
was organized in 1831, the family property was in the new county. 
Thus, the family lived in three counties without ever having moved.
